A difference in opinion is not 
any reason to be unfriendly in any club. Some of my lasting friend- 
ships have started through ham radio. Of course, I am quite young 
and a lot of you older fellows can show me a thing or two; but I 
hesitate to make myself known fearing that I wiil make a pest of 
myself. Nevertheless, I am glad I am a member of GLOUCESTER COUNTY
